In urging that more boys enter 
the market hog project, Mr, Burns 
suggests: 

1. Secure well-bred, thrifty pigs 
weighing from 75 to 100 pounds 
so that these pigs can be mar- 
keted in March or April. 

2. Six 
pounds of supplement (composed 
of equal parts of cottonseed meal 
and tankage) will be required for 
100 pounds of gain, 

3. If possible, these pigs should 
be on a field of oats, rye or crim- 
son clover as this increases the 
rate and reduces the cost of gain. 
If this is not possible, feed the 
pigs some green feed or keep 
bright, green legume hay before 
them in racks. 

4, Keep a mineral mixture of 
equal parts by weight of charcoal, 
slacked lime and salt bef6re the 
pigs at all time. Also be sure and 
provide shelter and plenty of 
fresh water, 

5. A self-feeder containing 
shelled corn in one compartment 
and supplement in the other is the

In an attempt to reach that mar- 
ket, the bill is intended to reduce 
home financing costs, lower the 
down payments of prospective 
home owners and permit Federal 
insurance of mortgages on multi- 
ple-family dwellings. 
Meanwhile, administration hope 
or getting a farm bill from the 
special session of Congress was 
snuffed out Saturday by a deci- 
sion that the joint conference com- 
mittee would wait until after 
Christmas to tackle the job of 
adjusting differences between 
House and Senate bills. 
Committee members agreed, 
however, to work as speedily as 
possible after the holidays in order 
to lay a rewritten farm measure 
before both houses early in the 


regular session convening’ Janu- 
ary 3. 

Senator Pope (D), Idaho, one 
of the Senate conferees and an 


author of the Senate bill, said ex- 
perts would begin making an anal- 
ysis of the two bills at once.- The 
conferees probably will get togeth- 
er about December 28, he added. 

“There will be no differences 
between the conferees on the rice 
and tobacco sections because these 
are virtually the same in both 
bills," Pope said, 

“We will have some ironing out 
to do in the cotton provisions, but 
I don’t think anything will arise 


there that wil break down the 
conference, 
“The corn and wheat sections 


have some pretty vital differences, 
but, I am hopeful that we will be 
able to work out a satisfactory 
compromise.” 


Chairman Smith (D), South 
Carolina, of the Senate Agricul- 


ture Committee, said he was “dis- 
appointed” with two provisions of 
the bill passed by the Senate Fri- 
day night—one preventing diver- 
sion to early use of lands with- 


drawn from production and an- 
other making only $500,000,000 


available for farm benefits. 


The House bill also contains the 
dairying provision, precluding any | 
possibility of change by the con- 
ference committee. Smith said, 
however, that Congress might in- 
crease the funds for the act.

“So far as I know, this is very 
unusual, I do know that in Michi- 
gan, the cowbird frequently lays its 
eggs in the nest of the chipping 
sparrow and although the bird and 
eggs are about half the size of the 
chipping sparrow, the latter will in- 
cubate the eggs and raise the mixed 
brood of cowbirds and sparrows to 
maturity. This is not at all un- 
usual, 

“The only experience I have had 
along this line was at one time when 
I had an injured yellow-billed 
cuckoo in a cage in which I placed 
a fledgling martin that had fallen 
out of its nest. The cuckoo did 
attempt to feed the martin but with- 
out any degree of success."’ 


Speaking of birds, as I was shav- 
ing this morning, I heard a bird 
singing over in Central park. Maybe 
it was a wild canary or possibly a 
song sparrow. It’s been so long 
since I've heard a hird sing that I 
couldn't make an identification, But 
be that as it may, that song of a 
little wild creature in the midst of 
intensely urban settings so thrilled 
me that I stood there motionless 
while the lather caked on my face.

Bul week-end merry-making 
also was cut short by gunfire, 
hanging, suffocation, burning, 
poisoning, drowning, plane crash 
und fatal household accidents, 
While millions feasted in cheer, 
at least 14 men and women died 
in despair at their own hands,

shooting and two by stabbing,

1921, cotton by the crops of 1911 
and 1914, and the hay, Irish pota- 
tc und pecan crops are the larg- 


est to be found anywhere in the} 


series of official records in Mr 
Garrett's office, which were start- 
cd in 1866, 

The total estimated acreage of 
all crops harvested in Alabama in 
19387 was 8,318,000 acres, This is 
an increase of about three per 
cent over the 1986 total of 8,045,- 
000 acres, and is six per cent above 
the five-year (1928-1932) average 
of 7,849,000 aeres, 

In addition to this increase in 
ucredge, exceptionally high yields 
wlso contributed to the record- 
breaking’ production, 

The high average of yields this 
Season, it is stated, appear to have 


been due largely to very favorable | 


weather conditions and to an up- 
ward trend that is evident in the 
yields of numerous crops due to 
the wider distribution of improved 
varieties and seed strains and bet- 
ter fertilizer and tillage practices, 
Certain aspects of the soil conser-
